practical interest in the toll of fatal- 
ities due to automobile accidents, 
notes th® Woodstock Sentinel-Review. 
The steady increase in the death rate 
in the United States from that cause 
up to 1932, was regarded by them 
as “alarming.” It was more rapid 
than the increase in car registrations. 
With decrease in registrations of 
motor vehicles, the death rate de- 
clined in 1932 and 1933, but in 1934

“Last year seems to have been the 
turning point,” said Dr. Eugene *.

FOR THE BUSY FARMER | 


(Furnished by the Ontario Department of Agriculture) 


(a) One of the heavy losses in the 
past system of distribution has been 
the question of bad debts. Many mar- 
kets now have efficient Credit and 
Collection Bureaus operating and 
from a study of these the Committee 
feels that some systém can be evolved 
that will protect the Yarmer entirely 
from this logs. 

(b) Another very important source 
of financial-loss both to the whole- 
sale trade and to the producer is the 
entirely unnecessary overloading of 


‘the market from time to time with’ 


both domestic and imported goods and 
from our discussions between growers 
and the wholesalers it would seem 
that any one of several systems could 
be agreed upon that would very large- 
ly eliminate this trouble. 

(c) The question of delivery costs 
has been studied and many systems 
are found to be in vogue. But it 
becomes evident that a much more 
economical system than the one now 
enforced in Toronto can be worked 


“lout and one in which the farmer will 


not have a cost assessed against his 
selling price. 

(d) The question of advertising 
produce ahen heavy supplies are av- 
ailable has been looked into and the 
evidence of this and other markets 
leads the Committee to the conclusion 
that a small fung can be used to both 
the consumer and the producer in 
clearing up these heavy: shipments. 
The consumer is not only made aware 
of the proper time to make large pur- 
chases. of each commodity, but is ad- 
vised’ as to the time when he should 
expect lower prices. This provides for 
uninterrup and free operation of 
the Law of Supply and Demand. 

(e) Further wasteful cost under 
the present system of distribution in 
Toronto is the inadequacy of proper 
loading, unloading and parking facil- 
ities around present markets for both 
buyers and sellers. The Committee has 
considered this in its costs and be- 
lieve that this difficulty can be cor- 
rected. ot 

(f) .A great deal of thought has 
been given to the trucker and the

Silver-haired Abbe Ernest Dimnet, 
French philosopher, author and theo- 
logian, was back in New York on 
Saturday after his thirty-ninth At- 


ment War in Europe was not so 
minent as those in North America 
feared. 

The Abbe arrived Friday, bringing 
the nearly completed manuscript of 
the second part of his autobiography, 
My New World.” 

He said he could not see that the 
world would be served by a victory 
of the Spanish government in the 
Spanish civil war. 

Nor did he avow any great sym- 
pathy with the cause of General 
Francisco Franco's insurgents. 

“The Reds are a good deal too red 
for me,” he said. 

“Ang the Whites are a good deal 
too white.” 

“I believe the French people will 
continue to live under a liberal de- 
mocracy,” he added. The Abbe said 
he felt that as a guarantee of Euro- 
pean peace, nations of the world 
should make some sort of agreement 
whereby Germany could more easily 
acquire vital raw materials she Jack- 
ed.

The outside should be baked to 
"golden-brown shade; should be sym- 
metrical in shape. with no peaks or 
knobs on the top.

The secret in muffin-making is to 
work quickly—the difference between 
success and failure is a matter of a 
few seconds.

They. read with their fingers the 
raised Braille type, and if it’s chilly 
they-simply pull the covers up over 
their hands and‘the book, and con- 
tinue with the story. 

Because they read only Braille type, 
there are no “Dead-eye” Dick” or 
other “pulp” books for them to read. 
Since it costs so much to print them, 
all Braille books are those ‘worth 
reading” and for that reason officials

If you have ever walked along a/| 
beach just after a heavy storm at sea} 
you will recall how the very bottom | 
seems to have been turned up on the 
wet sand. It is always a source of | 
amazement to see what a variety of 
life there is in water, in lakes and 
rivers as well as the ocean. 

Herrings are delicious, inexpensive 
and delightfully adaptable. English 
people look forward to their breakfast 
of herrings as their morning appetizer 
and Canadians are gradually becom- 
ing more acquainted with the delicacy 
of this dish. It is worth noting that 
Canadian herrings are taken in th 
sea fisheries of the Dominion’s two 
coasts and in the fresh water fisher- 
jes as well, 

Herrings are welcome everywhere 
in the guise of kippers, ang as the 
lowly bloater, they have saved many 
a struggling author and artist from 
starvation. And they are delicious 
canned, fresh, pickled or smoked. 
Talking of smoked fish, we mustn't 
overlook the famous Goldeyes which 
are tasty either fresh or smoked. And 
think, too, of the appetizing tang of 
Canadian Finnan Haddie as well as 
the appeal of our various' hinds of 
smoked fillets. 

To get back to the subdiect of her- 
ring, few realize that herring are rich 
in healthgiving qualities, They con- 
tain precious, health-promoting vita- 
mins and are rich in such mineral nu- 
trients as calcium, phosphorus, cop- 
per, sulphur, and iodine. 

In the opinion of a prominent au- 
thority on fish, whose knowledge has 
been handed down through three gen- 
erations, there is more sunshine to be 
had in one medium sizeq herring, than 
you can absorb through a daily half- 
hour sun bath. 7 

Herring at their best should be 
plump, but not too large, bright and 
silvery, with unbroken scales and & 
freshness in the eye. } 

The Scots (and who should know 
better?) often sprinkle their herrings 
with pepper and salt, dip them in oat- 
meal, spread out on paper until they 
are thoroughly coated, and then fry 
them in plerity of good dripping. 

The addition of onion rings in the 
frying pan is by no means to be de- 
spised. 

Another way of serving them is 
“Kippered Herring Salad,” Mix one 
cup of diced kippered herring, one cup 
of colq potatoes cut in cubes, one 
small chopped onion, one-half cup raw 
carrots, salt, pepper. Mix with mayon- 
naise. Serve on lettuce leaves with 
mayonnaise. Garnish with sections of 
hard-boiled egg cut in eighths. Sprink- 
le with paprika.

The large amount of liquig aids : 
reducing fever and eliminating waste, 
and the fact that the food is in solu- 
tion makes it more easily and quickly 
digested and absorbed.

White 
curtains adorn windows with potted 
flowers adding a vitid splash of home- 
ke color. The floors are the acme of 
cleanliness. 

In the kitchen neatly attired in 
uniforms of a blue material, were the 
“eoks and aides. A long stove, which 
threw off an eppetizing odor of cook- 
ing beans, runs nearly the length of 
the room, its blackness accentuated 
by the gleaming nickel of its ‘various 
narts.

A blind man walks into the 
room. Slowly he found his way around 
tables and through the crowded dining 
room. Not once dig he collide with a 
chair or a wall. Slowly he picked his 
way until he found his seat.

pour, eating his meal as though he 
were blessed with complete sight. | 

The smoking room is the mecca for 
these men immediately following each 
meal.

Encouraged by the success of last 
year's provincial exhibit, members of 
the Central Ontario Cheesemakers' 
Association next December will hold 
a second cheese exhibition open to all 
factories in the Dominion of Canada, 
it was definitely decided at a meeting 
of the executive committee of the as- 
sociation held-tn Belleville on Satur- 
day afternoon. 

The exhibition, which will be unique 
in the annals of cheesemaking in this 
country, as was the provincial exhibit 
last December, will be held during the 
second week of December in conjunc- 
tion with the tenth annual conven- 
tion of the Association named for the 
two days of December 7th and 8th. 
The interior location for the show 
has not yet been named. 

Through the help of the Belleville 
City Council and municipal councils of 
Prince Edward, Lennox and Adding- 
ton and other counties in this central 
area, it is-hopeg to receive substantial 
grants by which the work may be 
carried on. A prize list of at least 
$1,200 is expected to be established. 

“Tt is the hope of members of the 
Association to establish Belleville as 


ithe cheese exhibition centre of Can- 


ada,” stated Mr. J. L, Irwin, Domin- 
ion Dairy Grader of the Belleville of- 
fice and honorary president of the As- 
sociation. “Whether it can be made 
an annual affair will depend largely 
upon the support and help that is giv- 
en them at this greatest exhibition 
yet arranged in the country.

A cracksman would find his first 
obstacle after gaining entrance to the 
building would be penetration of a 
wall of solid concrete, fifty feet deep 

and eight feet thick, between him and 
the treasure in the vaults. He would 
find each concrete block “keyed” to 
its neighbour—-a defense so strong 
that experts believe the bank’s main 
vaults could withstand concentrated 
bomb attacks ang enormous charges 
of dynamite. 

Beyong the wall, at the end of a, 
dark and winding corridor studded 
with foot traps which set alarm bells 
ringing, are double steel grills with - 
two-inch steel bars, each weighing 18 
tons, 

These, which open at a touch—if 
you know the way—give direct access 
to the treasure house. But one step 
within the door brings armed detec- 
tives running to the scene. 

Miles of alarm wires threaq their 
way through underground passages 
of the bank, armed patrols are always 
on duty near the bullion rooms, new 
and secret devices are a constant trap 
for the unwary. =

WAX FROM PALM TREE 
WORTH $1,000 A TON 


Wax, apart from its familiar asso- 
ciation with candles, has also other 
uses. Jt is used in the making of pa- 
per, textiles, leather, varnish, furni- 
ture polish, and in modelling. The 
most common type is paraffin “wax 
and scale obtained in the refining of 
mineral oils, large quantities of which 
are imported into Great Britain, the 
principal source of supply being the 
United States. ae 

Russia, Roumania and some of the 
other eastern European countries are 
also sources of supply. Among vege- 
table waxes is one that runs as high 
in price as $1,000.00 a ton. It is known 
as Carnauba wax and is obtained from 
the palm tree. This wax has a high 
melting point and is the most efficient 
of polishing waxes but is useg spar- 
ingly because too much would make 
the polish too hard and also due to its 
high price. Other vegetable waxes are 
Esparto or reed wax, obtained from 
esparto grass and used sometimes as 
a substitute for Carnauba; candelilla 
wax obtained from the candelilla, a 
Mexican plant. Beeswax is the best 
known. of the animal waxes. Then 
there is Chinese wax whichis also 
secreted by insects; wool wax from 
wool fibres; spermacetti from the 
sperm whale.

‘MAN IDENTIFIED AS 
WILLIAM COLLINS 


An inquest looking into the death 
of an unidentified transient, who was 
found dead and badly mangled be- 
neath the rear coach of'a C. N. R. 
passenger train at the west end of 
the Belleville C. N. R. station early 
Saturday evening, opened at Martin’s 
Funeral Home in Belleville Tuesday 
at noon before Chief Coroner Dr. F. 
G. Wallbridge. Through the medium 
of finger prints previously taken, the 
body was identified as that of William 
Collins, address as yet unknown al- 
though believed to be a resident of 
British Columbia. 

The information leading to the de- 
ceaseq man’s identification was sup- 
plied by the Criminal Investigation 
Department of the R. C. M. P. at Ot- 
tawa, Sergeant Arthur Harman pro- 
ducing the information to establish 
identification at the inquest held on 
Tuesday. After the cause of death and 
identification had been proven the in- 
quest was adjourned until Friday 
night. ; 

Dr. E. G. Kennedy, C. N. R. phy- 
sician, told of being called to the 
scene of the accident. “The man was 
dead when I arrived. He died as_ the 
result of a fractured skull, complete 
severing of the left arm and shock,” 
stated Dr. Kennedy in evidence. 


After the inquest the body of the 
deceased man was released and ef- 
forts through the police and press are 
being put forward to endeavour locat- 
ing the next of kin or possible ad- 
dress of the deceased William Collins. 
It was stated by police authorities 
that Collins is believed to have been a 
transient for at least the last ten 
years. The information leading to 
the identification of the deceased was 
supplied through Inspector W. W. 
Watson, in charge of the finger- 
printing department of the Royal 
Canadian Mounteg Police, Collins’ 
finger prints having been taken by 
Sergeant Arthur Booth.

WOULD IMPROVE 
PRISON KITCHEN 


There could be improvements in the 
Ontario Reformatory kitchen, with its 
unpaid help there’s bound to be room 
for improvement,” Albert W. Demer- 
ing, chief at the Ontario Hospital in 
London told the inquiry recently. 

He declared‘ he had visited the re- 
formatory and eaten the noon dinner 
on the Tuesday preceding the Janu- 
ary 17th riot.
